The JP 
document is JP 1993-179129 and not JP 1993-261825. Composition claims are allowable since 
JP 1993-179129 translated text (which is provided with this office action) does not teach or 
suggest the claimed specific species of formula A. In view of Ochiai, restriction requirement 
between composition and method of use claims are withdrawn and method of use claims are 
rejoined.
